FEELINGS OF DISTINCT 
UNEASINESS PREVAILED IN 
CHUNGKING ABOUT ‘Tie 
RUSSIAN CHINA POLICY AS

The alleged refusal 
sidered by some os an open 
vivlation of Chineve sovereignty 
over Manchuria, —specifigally ac- 
knowledged by Russia’ in 
recent Sino-Soviet Pact.

Twelve 
hours later she was found dead 
lying in her bath in her black 
dress, with her head terribly in 
jured. The tavern, meanwhile,

Second seene: Red Wharf Bay 
at Anglesey. Victim: unknown 
woman aged about thirty, burted 
In the sands. The police are dig- 
ging the sands for a clue to the 
Identity of the woman who was 
clad only in a vest and had a linen 
bag over her head. Red and white 
striped-cloth with lotters A.T.S.

Third scene: A lonely hollow 
near Wrexham, The victim: For 
the pant fortnight Chief Inspector 
Phillpott ond Detective Sergeant 
Hislop have been in Wrexham try- 
ing to solve this murder.

() the amount in pounds or 
thousands in the case of 
cigars or cigarettes; and 

(c) the place where the tabacco 
is now stored, 


Duty will be charged on all 
stocks of Liquor and Tobacco 
over and nbove the limits or 
exceptions stated above other 
than goods which are in General 
Bonded Warehouses or other 
approved storage. 


Failure to declare stocks of 
Liquor and Tobacco will render 
them liable to seizure and con- 
fiscation as Dutiable Goods.

Nor is dt, indeed, submitted: tu 
the whole story. Der. Levine 
migght have been GChinking: tather 
Ineve of the beatifie air af sub 
himity. and contentment that xo 
readily succeeds at happily 
chosen meal in a Cantonese or 
Szechuanese restaurant, whe- 
ther one’s choice leans towards 
sharks-fn oor birds-nest soup, 
towards yaroupa aweet and 
sour, or the happy unity of rival 
Havourings that reposes in the 
Szechuanese manner of dealing 
with the common prawn. It 
is doubtful, however, whether 
the gourmand and Dr. Lavine's 
theory would form an altogether 
comfortable partnership. An 
amusing urbanity ia ow ready 
enough acquisition of a lover of 
good eating, but so too 1s the 
waistline which classifies a man 
aus portly or corpulent, More- 
over, it hag Jong been an axiom 
of the Chinese who can afford 
to pose as connoisseurs of the 
pleasures of the lable that they 
are entitled to complain unless 
they can provide the envious 
glances of their neighbours at 
their growing bulk. A Euro- 
pean suddenly assailed by amus- 
ing references to hig corpora- 
tion finds it a Vicarious insult 
hard to bear, but the Chinese 
who overhears himself — called 
fat, preens himself delightedly. 
Standards of delicacy in per- 
sons who ure. privileged to tell 
us what we look like are us be- 
tween Europe and the Orient 
completely in reverse. — Whe- 
ther this extendas also to the 
cardiac reactions to seraphic 
indulgence in the pleasures of 
the table is exceedingly doubt- 
ful. Glorious as ia the march 
of science, ‘therefore, it should 
tread warily in pursuing re- 
searches aloug these lines.

He declared that uf the Japanese 
“had followed up their initial 
success with further attacks on 
these islands (Hawaii), our 
capacity for recovery here might 
have been destroyed and the war 
might have been prolonged —in- 
definitely or even lost." 

He said Japan had no hope of 
winning without first: destroying 
United States and British ‘sen- 
power, which she neglected to do 
after her initial Pearl Harbour 
and Singapore successes.
